é Be miners have rejected the bishops' 
proposals for ending the coal strike. 

The figures have not been disclosed, but 
they will be placed before a delegate con- 
ference of members of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion next Monday. 

Briefly, the proposals drawn up by the 
Church leaders for a settlement of the coal 
dispute were :— 

An immediate resumption of work on the 
old wages and hours, 


Financial assistance to the industry for 
four months. 


The working out of reorganisation pians by 
the Coal Commission, and arbitration 
if an agreement on wages has not been 
reached during the four months’ period. 

As the proposals involve a subsidy, they 
had already been rejected by the Prime 
Minister, but the suggestion of arbitration, 
it was urged, afforded a new channel for 
the opening of negotiations. 

The miners’ delegate conference on July 
30th decided by a large majority to refer 
the proposals to the districts, with a 
recommendation for their acceptance, and 
meetings of the rank and file were held 
during the past ten days in the coalfields 
throughout the country to discuss the offer. 

The meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Miners’ Federation, at which the 
completed returns were presented, was 
private. It was presided over by Mr. 
Herbert Smith, the President of the 
Federation, who, together with Mr. A..J. 
Cook, the Secretary, returned to London 
after a strenuous campaign in the coal 
areas. 

THE OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

After sitting three and a half hours, the 
Executive adjourned at two o'clock for 
luncheon, and after sitting for two hours 
in the afternoon, the following official 
statement was made by Mr. Cook :— 

“ The Executive met this morning and 
received reports from the districts in regard 
to the voting on the recommendations from 
-the last Delegate Conference. The decisions 
reported from the districts were against the 
recommendations of the last Conference, as 
contained in the Bishops’ memorandum. 
The Executive decided to call a Delegate 
Conference of their members to give a 
report of the district voting to them next 
Monday afternoon at Kingsway Hall.” 
Mr. Cook, in answer to an inquiry, said 

that the details of the voting in the dis- 
tricts could not be given at present, and 
would probably be laid before the delegates 
at their conference next Monday. 


INTERVIEW WITH BISHOPS. 

After the Executive meeting yesterday 
evening, Mr. Herbert Smith and Mr. A. J. 
(ook visited the offices of the Industrial 
Christian Fellowship, at No. 4 Sanctuary, 
Westminster, where they reported the 
result of the voting in the districts on the 
bishops’ memorandum. There were present 
at the interview the bishops and other 
Church leaders who were parties to the 
proposals. 

When the miners’ leaders left. after a 
stay of less than half an hour, the meet- 
ing was continued. 

It was rumoured that the members of 
the Industrial Christian Fellowship, who 
were responsible for the ‘‘ bishops’ pro- 
nosals.’’ were to seek an interview with 
Sir Arthur Steel Maitland. the Minister 
of Labour. It is stated that move 
may be made when the Prime Minister 
returns to Downing street to-morrow.

WHY THE DELEGATES ARE 
TO MEET. 

From “ Tue Times ’’ CORRESPONDENT. 

The proposals for a settlement of the 
coal dispute put forward in the memoran- 
dum of the Industrial Christian Fellow- 
ship have been rejected by the miners, but 
not by a large vote. This is made clear 
by a decision of the Executive of the 
Miners’ Federation yesterday to call a 
national delegate conference for Monday 


next week to hear a report on the outcome 


of the reference of the terms to the 


districts. 

At the earlier delegate Conference held on 
July 30, when it was decided by a very large 
majority to send the memorandum to the 
districts to be voted on, an ofhcial announce- 
ment was made that if there was a consider- 
able majority, either for or against the pro- 
posals, the decision would be taken as final, 
but if there was a close vote, another dele- 
gate Conference would be called. The Execu- 
tive, with the figures before them, came to 
the conclusion that the delegates must again 
be consulted. 

The Executive, in the circumstances which 
have arisen, is. on firm ground in calling 
another conference, but, if the majority for 
rejection had been substantial, the necessity 
for consulting the delegates from the districts 
would still have presented itself. 

The leaders for the moment are without a 
policy. After three months they had reached 
the stage when a modification of the attitude 
of barren negation had become essential, but 
they have been refused the elasticity of action 
which might have been claimed if the 
memorandum of the representatives of the 
Churches had been accepted. 

It remains to be seen what mandate they 
will seek, or obtain, next Monday .

BEQUESTS TO TWO ART

Mr. J. T. Bennett Poé, of 29 Ashley 
place, London, who died a couple of months 
ago, bequeathed, by a codicil to his will, 
his collection of pictures to the two Dublin 
Galleries. 

The codicil was drawn in the year of 
the establishment of the Dublin Muni- 
cipal Gallery of Modern Art, in which, 
under the influence of Sir Hugh Lane, 
Mr. Poé was greatly interested. All his 
modern pictures are left to the Harcourt 
street Gallery, and those representative of 
the older schools to the National Gallery 
of Ireland. 

The full extent of the bequest cannot 
be stated at the moment, but it can be 
said that some twenty pictures have been 
left to the Municipal Gallery. They in- 
clude works of Oliver Hall, A.R.A.; 
Adrien Stokes, R.A.: €C. I. Collins, A. 
Vickers, N. C. Privani, Edward Lear, and 
a valuable sketch in oils by Sir Frederick 
Leighton, R.A. 

In 1910 Mr. Poé presented to 
Harcourt street Gallery a landscape in 
oils by Oliver Hall, and the delightful 
water colour, “ Romaunt of the Rose,” by 
Keith Henderson. 

Mr. Bennett Poe, died in 
eightieth year, was in many respects a re- 
markable man. He was the younger 
brother of Captain J. Hill Poé, of 
Riverston, Nenagh, and a first cousin of 
Colonel Sir W. Hutcheson Poé and of 
Captain George Poé, Santry Court, 
Dublin. He went to live in London 
about thirty-five years ago, and was a 
great favourite in London society. 

He was ar. artist in the most catholic 
sense ; for he possessed an instinct for the 
beautiful. Pictures and flowers were his 
chief delights. As well as being a keen 
collector of valuable pictures, he was a 
recognised authority on flowers, and was an 
esteemed member of the Roval Horticul- 
tural Society of England. He was also a 
musician and a patron of music. 
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MISSING MOTOR 
FISHING BOAT. 


QUEENSTOWN TUG'S 
LONG SEARCH. 


- 


Great anxiety prevails at Queenstown 
pending the return to the harbour of the 
tug Shark, which left Queenstown yester- 
day morning to search for the motor 
fishing boat, Ocean Gift, which is believed 
to be adrift somewhere off the South 
coast, with two men on board. 

The Ocean Gift left Port Lewes, Corn- 
wall, on August 5th for Letterfrack, 
County Galway, with three smaller boats 
in tow. These small boats were newly 
purchased, and were intended, it is under- 
stood, for the development of fishing on 
the West coast ~! Ireland. 


BATTLE WITH THE STORM, 

On Saturday the boats encountered very 
bad weather, heavy seas continually breaking 
over them and greatly impeding their pro- 
gress. During the night one of the boats in 
tow broke adrift, and it is believed to have 
foundered with a considerable quantity of 
new fishing gear on board. To make matters 
worse, the Ocean Gift developed engine 
trouble, and all efforts to repair the damage 
proving unsuccessful, it was decided that the 
captain and engineer should try and make 
Kinsale, where assistance could be obtained, 
leaving two men on the disabled vessel. 
Thev reached Kinsale only to find that 
Queenstown was the nearest place where 
proper assistance could be secured, and put 
to sea again, arriving at Queenstown at ‘mid- 
night on Sunday. 

The tug Shark immediately set out, with 
the captain and engineer of the Ocean Gift 
abeard, but although every endeavour was 
made to locate the missing Ocean Gift, no 
trace of her could be found in the position 
given by the captain, namely—thirty-five 
miles South-South-West of the Old Head of 
Kinsale. The sea over a wide area was 
eearched, but the Shark was forced to return 
to Queenstown for supplies and bunkering. 


NO NEWS FOR THREE DAYS. 

The Shark agaig put out from Queenstown 
yesterday morning, with the captain and 
engineer of the Ocean Gift aboard. They are 
most anxious to find their comrades, whom 
thev left with the hope of bringing aid 
within a few hours. 

It is now three days since the Ocean Gift 
was seen, and it is feared that she may have 
gone down with both hands. One of the two 
is the manager of the fishing company, and 
the other is a deck hand of the Ocean Gift. 
Roth sustained injuries during the storm, but 
these are not thought to be serious. 

The smaller boats are owned by Western 
Ireland Fisheries, Ltd., of Connemara.

RIGA, Tuesday. 

A” Russia is in a ferment to-day, and 

the fight within the ranks of the 
Communist Party, which since the death 
of Lenin has been proceeding behind 
closed doors, has now come into the open, 
and the. warring groups of Communists 
are now battling for control of the Soviet 
Government. 

Within the past fortnight thousands of 
important Communist officials have been 
dismissed, and the arrests throughout 
Russia also run into considerably over 
four figures. 

Under the new leader of the State 
Political Police (Cheka), M. Menshinski, 
arrests of many important officers of the 
Red Army have been made in the Lenin- 
grad and Moscow garrisons, but confirmed 
reports state that small mutinieés, which 
occurred in the most important of the 
garrisons, have been successfully dealt 
with by the Chka troops. 


2,000 ARRESTS. 
Menshinski, according to the Moscow 
Pravda, has received from Stallin special 
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BIG FAMILIES IN ITALY. 
ROME, Tuesday. 

From statistics compiled by order of 
Signor Mussolini, it transpires that there 
are in Italy about twenty thousand 
families with over ten children.

The Jéwish clique of the 
Communists until now has been the most 
powerful, and this clique has always made 
world revolution their fetish. Its re- 
fusal to abandon this position is the basic 
reason of the present split. 

The Communists of other nationalities 
want to abandon the atdéempts to start a 
world revolution through promoting 
trouble abroad, and to make peace with 
foreign capital, which will help them to 
restore Russia economically. 


STALLIN IN CONTROL. 

Stallin’s group represents the latter 
view, and fights are being waged in Russia 
as to which policy will prevail. At present 
Stallin, according to all reports, still re- 
mains in control, and the most surprising 
feature cf the present conflict is the 
revelation that Trotsky, instead of being 
Zinovieff's deadly enemy, as was always 
previously reported by the Soviet Press, 
has been secretly plotting with Zinovieff 
to seize control of the Soviet, and estab- 
lish a new dictatorship of militant non- 
Russian Communists, who would advance 
the cause of world revolution.

One 
of the most interesting of these, which was 
featured very prominently in a New York 
newspaper, was to the effect that President 
Coolidge had called up President Calles on 
the telephone and discussed the religious 
situation with him. 

This story was characterised by the Presi- 
dent’s official spokesman to-day as absurd, 
and he declared that President Coolidge had 
had no direct communication with President 
Calles. 

Another rumour, to the effect that the

SUPREME COURT RULING TO

The Courts, however, 
granted her a writ of Aabeas corpus,

FATE OF SCHOONER’S 
CREW. 


SEVERAL LIVES LOST IN FIRE ON 


JAPANESE STEAMER. 
HALIFAX (N.S8.), Tuesday. 

The Marine. -Department has received a 
radiogram from Sable Island reporting that 
the Aux schooner, Silver Mosher, belonging 
to Lunenberg (N.S.) is a total wreck off the 
outer. bar, and that there is no sign of the 
crew. 

The crew numbered twenty-six. men and 
it is feared that they may all be lost. The 
schooner was fishing off the Banks when 
she was caught in a gale during the week- 
end. The gale caused considerable damage 
to shipping. 

A Lloyd’s Hankow telegram reports :— 
The Japanese steamer Tayuen Maru (1,567 
tons gross) totally destroyed by fire, 50 miles 
from Hankow, August 7th.

MINERS’ FEDERATION. 
WITHOUT A POLICY.

In a leading article The Times observes :— 
The leaders of the Miners’ Federation are 
beginning to réap_as. they have sown. ‘They 
sowed the wind—scattering swelling and 
dangerous words broadcast, and denying 
facts that could not for ever be ignored— 
and the storm they invited is blowing un- 
pleasant gusts in their faces. In spite of 
the findings of the Royal Commission, in 
spite of the deliberate judgment of the 
General Council of the Trades Union Con- 
gress, in spite of facts and figures attested 
by unimpeachable authority, they persisted 
in declaring that there was no need for a 
reduction of wages, or for an increase of 
working hours, or for any ‘‘ temporary sacri- 
fice by the higher-paid men, in order to 
enable the industry to tide over a period of 
acute depression, while finding firmer 
economic ground on which to base itself in 
the future: With these essential considera- 
tions in no way altered the leaders changed 
their policy. The change: was in the 
right direction, and they were prudent to 
inake it. But it came unexpectedly and 
without preparation. Moreover, it was in flat 
contradiction of the battle-cry that had 
deafened the ears of a large number of the 
miners to the voice of reason. 

It was probably no difficult matter for the 
leaders themselves to jettison the old slogan 
and proclaim another policy, but. the 
maneuvre has baffled their unfortunate 
followers, who see in the new policy what is, 
on the admission of the leaders themselves, 
something uncertain, tentative and .shifting. 
Perhaps the air is all the clearer for being 
rid of propasals which were always hopeless. 
But for the moment the Federation is without 
a policy, and the delegates are being recalled 
t> shape one. It wil] need no little leader- 
ship to hold the Federation together at all. 


STUBBORN MINERS. 

The Daily News, referring to the miners’ 
rejection of the peace proposals, says:—It is 
greatly to be regretted that the men, as a 
body, have refused to accept the advice of 
their leaders in this matter. ‘Their whole- 
hearted endorsement of the plan, of which 
arbitration is the central feature, would have 
produced a striking moral effect on public 
opinion, which, in its turn, would shave 
exerted increasing pressure upon the Prime 
Minister s evil advisers. There can be little 
doubt that the explanation of the stubborn 
attitude of the men of South Wales, York- 
shire, and other partly irreconcilable districts, 
lies in their profound conviction that the 
C;overnment has now definitely ranged itself 
with the mine-owners for a fight to a finish.

UBJECTS so diverse as the function 
and spirit of our public schools and 
the wooing of a crab were treated by the 
British Association at Oxford yesterday. 
Mr. Ronald Gurner, in the Education 
Section, analysed the public school system 
in relation to post-war conditions. He 
argued that the code of honour hitherto 
regarded as peculiar to the public schools 
is practised no less sedulously in the 
English elementary and secondary schools. 
The gift of leadership required in our 
more democratic age, and in our new in- 
dustrial world, could not, he thought, be 
formed in the old atmosphere of public 
schools. A new departure was essential. 
Yet the public school maintained, and had, 
in fact, increased its popularity. 
Professor W. Macdougal, in the Biologi- 
cal Section, told of a series of experiments 
with which tended to confirm 
Lamarck’s hypothesis that species may 
change and undergo evolution, through the 
efforts of the individual parents to adapt 
themselves to conditions of life. 
His conclusions, represent but 
an interim stage in experiments which 
have been made during the past six years, 
and will be continued for a further score

A future 
leader should at school acquire more than a 
passing knowledge of principles. of econo- 
mics and of the outlook of the workers.

to the coast erosion in Tramore, Ballyveile, 
and Clonea, . He advises certain measures to 
protect the roads near the sea. The County 
Council will consider the recommendations. 
_ Grading of Butter.—At the monthly meet- 
ing of the Kerry Agricultural Committee, 
Mr. P. J. O’Shea; Killarney, referred to the 
falling off in the price of home separated 
butter. He had a record of the fact that in 
1885 butter was produced on his farm which 
realised Is. 8d. per lb.. whereas it was now 
down to Is. If there was a proper system of 
grading, the home separated butter, which was 
the best in the world, would he protected, 
instead of being 50s. per cwt. behind creamery 
butter, as it was to-day. It was decided to 
bring the matter to the attention of the 
Deparment. 

Agricultural Instructors’ Pay.—At the 
mouthly meeting of the Kerry County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture, a discussion took place 
ov the salaries, bonuses and travelling ex- 
penses paid to the instructors in the employ- 
ment of the Committee, which some of the 
members complained were excessive. amount. 
ing in cases, it was stated, to £600 a year. 
lt was decided to request the Department to 
revise the bonuses of the instructors. 

Bank Manager's Retirement.—Mr. J. P. 
Howard, who has been manager of the Cork 
Branch of the Munster and Jeinster Bank for 
a number of years, has retired on pension. 
Mr. Howard had over fifty years’ service with 
the bank, and was miost popular. The 
directors have apointed Mr. H. B. Scott and 
Mr. O'C. Barry as joint managers. Mr. 
Scott has been for same time sub-manager of 
the Cork Branch. Mr. Barry is at present 
manayer of the Newry Branch of the bank. 
He is well known in Cork, having been on 
the secretary's staff for a number of years. 

Gift to North Cork Infirmary.— Ir. 
O'Donovan, Radiologist, reported to the Com. 
mittee of the North Cork Infirmary yesterday 
having received an anonymous gift of £500 
towards the equipment of the X-ray depart- 
ment, which would cost £1,000. What in- 
fluenced the donor in making the grant was 
the excellent work being done in the depart- 
ment for the poor of the city and county. 
Dr. O'Mahony was appointed assistant 
physician to the extern department of the 
infirmary, vacant by the death of bis father. 


Kerry Farmers and ‘ Rings.”"—At the 
monthly meeting of the Kerry County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture allegations were made 
as to the existence of ‘‘ rings’’ between pig 
buyers and meal merchants It was decided 
to ask for the co-operation of the farmers 
with a view to combating the *‘ rings.’’
